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INFERIORITY OF WOMAN 1S ONLY IMAGINARY-

ROM ume immemorial woman has been 
robbed of a great part of her happiness on 
account of having always been consid- 
e erior 4% man intellectually as 
well as physically. T 

If it could be proven that this inferiori- 
ty was not real, she would at once step forward as 
the equal of man, aud we would in the future kuow 
her as an entirely different being. 

u <cems to me extremely important to examine 
verv carefully whether woman is really inferior to 
mat 

No scientist, no sensible person, has ever tried to 
prove that the tigress were less intelligent than the 
tier, or, in fact, that any female animal were in- 
ferior to its male partner. 

What right have we men, then, to make this state- 
ment in regard to woman, when her sex has pro- 
duced women as prominent as Hypatia, as Clemence 
Rover or as Sophie Kovalevsky? 

In the whole animal kingdom the difference be- 
tween the male and female is almost imperceptible, 
even physically. And among our nearest ancestors, 
the anthropopitheci and the anthropomorphe sim- 
ians, only a very close examination shows any phys- 
ical difference. 

Why should, then, any material difference in 
brain and intelligence have developed in the human 
species during the comparatively short space of 
time that separates us from our anthropomorphe 
ancestors? 

In fact. evolution proves that this proposition is 
a pure contradiction. 

In prehistoric man, as well as among modern sav- 
ages, there was absolutely no intellectual difference 
between man amd woman. The differences be- 
tween the es is not psychological or physio- 
logical, but merely social. 

Letourneau makes this very clear where he says: 

* Already in antiquity there was an effort to divide 
che necessary work between man and woman. The 
man would hunt and go to war, while the woman 
was left in charge of the home and the children; but 
the primitive woman was by no means less hardy 
and strong than her husband, whom she very often 
helped in his fight against human and animal ri- 
vals." 

It is a biological law that exercise will develop— 
ves, even ereate— an organ, while lack of practice 
Will make an already existing organ deteriorate 
and dwindle down, and the work that has been 
given to woman for ages has made her physically 
weaker. but at the same time more sracetul. 

But. as 1 have said before, woman's inferior 
position is not a result of her lack of muscular 
strength; it arises from the very start from social 
reasons. 

For centuries hunting and carrying on war were 
the most important part of man's occupation, and, 
as woman had become excluded from these, she 
appeared of less value to man, who did not sce in her 
work anything to dignify her position. Even a 
man, who reasoned as clearly as Aristoteles, makes 
the statement that woman is far inferior to man 
for this very reason. 

Let us look a little closer at the problem to see 
if there is any foundation to make the general state- 
ment that woman is physically weaker. : 

If we do so we shalt find that this statement is en- 
lirely conventional Even in our own modern 
times there are women who are exceedingly well de- 
veloped, physically, while we find an ever increasing 
number of men that are mere weaklings, aud if we 
go to statistics we shall very often find that woman's 
endurance is superior to man s. ; 

Right here iu Russia vou may find hundreds of 
thousands of women employed by factories, who 
are working daily eleven hours in the factory and 

four or five hours at home at domestic work, a strain 
that would break down most men m very short time. 

Women who are able to live under these circum- 
stances should not come under the classification of 
the “weaker sex." y ; 3 

Jt is also claimed that, besides being physically 
stronger, man also possesses more physical courage 
than woman. But this remains to be proven. ——

If a woman should stand up and state that after 

having studied. herself. very carefully she had ar- 
rived at the conclusion that she was enz 
far superior to any man that ever lived, how would 
vou prove to her that she was Wrong: * 
Fot by the introspective method, as it was thus 
that led up to her conclusion ; and as long as objec- 
five experimental psychology has not reached a 
higher derce of perfection than now, you could 
prove nothing by that. 

Many reason this way, that as intelligence is de- 
pendent on the weight of the brain, and as the brain 
of the average woman weighs less then that of man, 
she must be less intelligent; but it is by no means 
proven that a heavier brain is a sign of a higher de- 
gree of intelligence, and, besides, c mparing the 
weights of body and brain, the average woman's 
body is much lighter than the average man's, more 
than enough to offset the difference in weight of 
brain, and as she, with the smaller body, does not re- 
quire as many ounces of brain matter to govern her 
physical life it follows that she has so many more 
cells for mental work. 

But, it is then said, it is incontestable that woman 
has not had as important a part as man in bringing 
about civilization. There has never been any femi- 
nine Aristoteles, Descartes or Newton. 

This is true enough, but we men have for cen- 
turies kept woman away from all mental work and 
in every possible way delayed her intellectual de- 
velopment, and until we have seen the results at- 
tained by women whose intelligence has not been 
stunted by unreasonable restraint we have no right 

to say that it is impossible for woman to reach as 
high as man. 

Descartes and Newton were the products of two 
factors—their individual capacities and certain 
social circumstances that favored these capacities. 

Suppose that they bad been shipwrecked as 
babies and raised among barbarians, speaking no 
civilized language, it is safe to say that none of 
them would ever nave distinguished himself, and 
still his brain would have been as highly developed, 
it would have contained exactiy the same num- 
ber of cells. This also applies to woman. So, 
while we have never heard of any feminine thinker 
as prominent as those named, we must remember 
that woman has always been badly handicapped, 
and women in possession of as highly developed 
brains may have lived and died unknown and un- 
heard of because of lack of opportunity to show any 
results of their thoughts. 

The fact is, that where the opportunity has been 

given to woman, as for instance in America, she has 

roved herself the equal of man in every respect, and 

LM perfectly sure that a century or two from now, 
when man has reached a little nearer to civilization, 
the idea that woman is inferior to man in any re- 
spect will appear as wrong as the custom of Indian 
tribes to leave all the heavy work to their squaws 
appears to us to-day.

„And,“ I said to him, “to what in particular do 
vou attribute your youth? To good health and 
careful living, I suppose?" 

„Well, yes,“ he replied, “to a certain extent, but 
chiefly to a cheerful disposition and invariable con- 
tentment, in every period of my life, with what I 
was. I have never felt the pangs of ambition." 

“You needn't," I remarked; "the most ambi- 
tious man would have been content with being 
what you have been—what you are." 

“Happiness, which has contentment for its in- 
variable cause, is within the reach of practically 
everyone," the amiable doctor asserted; ''it is 
restlessness, ambition, discontent and disquietude 
that make us grow old prematurely by carving 
wrinkles on our faces. Wrinkles do not appear on 
faces that have constantly smiled. Smiling is the 
best possible massage. Contentment is the Foun- 
tain of Youth." 

That same evening he was the guest at a banquet 
given by a Boston club, to which I had been kindly 
invited. When he rose to make a speech they 
cheered and applauded to the echo. His face was 
radiant beautiful. After he sat down I said to 
iim: 

„Are you not tired of cheers and applause, after 
all these years of triumphs?’ „No,“ he replied, 
“they never cheer loud enough; they never applaud 
long enough to please me." 

Oliver Wendell Holmes was right; he had found 
the key to happiness. 

The philosophers of all ages have deservedly 
condemned that universal discontent and dis- 
quietude which runs through every rank of society 
and degree of life as one of the bitterest reproaches 
of human nature, as well as the highest affront to 
the divine Autbor of it. 

If we look through the whole creation, and re- 
mark the progressive scale of beings as they rise 
into perfection, we shall perceive to our own shame 
that everyone seems satisfied with that share of 
life that has been allotted to it—1man alone ex- 
cepted. He is pleased with nothing, perpetually 
repining at the decrees of Providence, and refusing 
to enjoy what he has, from a ridiculous and never- 
ceasing desire for what he has not. 

He is ambitious, restless and unhappy, and, 
instead of dving young at eighty, dies old at forty. 
He misses happiness which is close at hand all his 
lifetime. The object which is at a distance from 
him is always the most inviting, and that possession 
the most valuable which he cannot acquire. With 
the ideas of affluence and grandeur he is apt to asso- 
ciate those of joy, pleasure and happiness. 

Because riches and power may conduce to happi- 
ness he hastily concludes that they must do so. 
Alas! pomp, splendor and magnificence which at- 
tend the great are visible to every eye, while the 
sorrows which they feel escape our observation. 
Hence it arises that almost every condition and 
circumstance of life is considered preferable to our 
own, that we so often court ruin and do our very 
best to be unhappy. 

We complain when we ought to be thankful; we 
weep when we ought to rejoice. We fidget and fret. 
Instead of smiling, which keeps the cheeks stretched 
and smooth, we frown, which keeps them con- 
tracted and engraves wrinkles on them. 

Instead of looking at the rosy side of things 
which makes the eyes clear and bright, we run after 
the impossible or the unlikely to happen, which 
makes us look gloomy.

Sun Beth 


THE sun bath is a great help; “stimulating to the 
cells of the tissues, also acting upon the nervous 
system in a most powerful manner.” 

“Sunlight is one of the most powerful of all hy- 
gienie and curative agents. As a hygienic measure 
it is of great value in the destruction of dangerous 
microbes, the most of which are unable to resist the 
action of the direct rays of the sun for more than a 
few minutes. Sunlight is thus the most important 
of all disinfecting and sterilizing agencies. The 
value of sunlight in the maintenance of health is 
well shown in the dwarfed development of plants 
deprived of its stimulating influence. 

It has been noticed that in hospitals a larger per- 
centage of recoveries occurred on the sunny side 
than on the shady side of the ward. 

In taking the sun bath, either the whole or a part 
of the body may be exposed to the direct influence 
of the solar rays, or some protection may be afforded 
by a covering of white cheese-cloth. Always pro- 
tect the head from the direct rays of the sun. The 
length of the exposure will depend upon the inten- 
sity of the sun’s rays. 

“If the light is very intense, or the person very 
feeble, the duration of the bath should not be more 
than five minutes, if the whole body is exposed. 
Others, or those accustomed to the sun bath, may 
take from twenty minutes to half or three-quarters 
of an hour.” 

“A noted French physician once said to some 
people who had brought their children to him for 
treatment: 

“Take these children to the country; feed them 
as well as you can, but above all, roast them— 
roast them in the sun.”

Swami Vivekananda, of India, says: ‘The only 
way to rise is by doing the duty that is in our hands 
now, and thus making ourselves stronger and going 
higher, until we reach the highest state.

tive spirit. 

The meaning and use of the historic Church are 
that it has served as a mighty causeway between 
the old order and the new—between theocracy and 
democracy. It belongs to both the old and the new. 
Vor a thousand ears it gestated the soul of the 
West in the womb of the East. The very nature of 
the Church. in its medueval constitution. vas con- 
diction; it could not otherwise have done its 
unir dogma oť the Church was a procla- 
0 cty couched in the language of slaves.

If there be only a God of Sinai and no God of 
the Soul of Man, certainly we are in a way to find 
it out with cost—for we have rested the stupendous 
weight of a vast social system upon the chance 
that a controlling majority. or minority, here will 
wish for what is fine and icill a law that is fair. 

The law of America is not static, but vital. It 
rests upon no tradition, no code, no perfected sys- 
tem: it undertakes to win and dominate the world 
by the sheer kinetic reasonableness of the creative 
intellect. 

America—standing alone among the nations in 
the morning cf the last cycle of two millenniums— 
girds herself to the fulfilling of the ancient faith. 


Home is where the heart is; in the heart are the 
issues of life; life is divine; the divinest known 
inanifestation of Life is the human: we find this 
human life beginning in the home. Home, then, is 
the innermost sanctuary—the holy of holies; and 
no cathedral dedicatory rites, no array of digni- 
taries, nor organ pealing, nor voices choiring, nor 
censers swinging, nor incense burning, nor splendor 
of robing—none of these ceremonies, however im- 
posing, can invest any place with that sacredness 
which the birth of just one little child brings to the 
home: for in the child-soul we have. indeed, the 
real Presence. Thus the home of little children, 
whether in mansion or hovel, is alike holy ground, 
and none require preparation and the consecration 
of holy rites more than those who here assume con- 
trol.—4bb5y Morton Diaz.

Tue consideration of a heaven beyond the skies 
has been for man like the reversal of the telescope. 
writes L. Clarkson. He has always been looking 
in at the wrong end, and seeing everything in this 
reversed order until now, that the true science of 
being is better understood by the few, the telescope 
is sure to swing clear round and will soon sweep 
with its broad and powerful focus the wbole mental 
horizon. And Jo, and behold. what is this? So 
strong and mighty is its lens that it will soon bring 
heaven clear down to earth, or rather will show 
man that it is already here and needs no bringing 
down. It is here close at our elbows, but we have 
been elbowing it away by our ignorance and blind- 
ness. 

It is as if we had been living in a home with big 
windows reaching to the very roof—-yes, and a sky- 
light overhead—but so crusted over with prejudices 
and doubts and false beliefs that the light could 
not penetrate at all. Now brigades of bright people 
are at work cleaning up these windows and the 
light is breaking in most beautifully. We don’t sit 
down in the cellar-like darkness and gloom any 
longer. We have come out into the radiant light 
and sunshine, which the knowledge of true being 
has brought us. and we are at once lifted into the 
regions we used to consider, “beyond the dark val- 
ley," "over the river," “in the sweet bye and bye," 
ete. There is no dark valley or river of death to 
the awakened ones, and as for the “sweet bye and 
bye," it has suddenly emerged into the sweet now, 
the to-day experience, which makes all life heaven- 
ly, all localities heaven. And here is the revelation 
of this latter-day glory in this one bit of under- 
standing. "My mind to me a kingdom is"—the 
kingdom of heaven. We need no other power, for 
the mind is the creative power, and when this is 
understood. straightway the heavens are opened; 
the environment changes and the building of the 
new heavens and the new earth is begun. Yes. 
right here in this beautiful, grand old world of ours 
we can find heaven, and I doubt very much if we 
ever find a better. Man is not only “the architect 
of his own fortune," but also of his heaven, for 
what is heaven but a state of happiness? and I am 
sure that his capabilities and opportunities for that 
state are limitless, if he would only open his eyes 
to the fact that it is his privilege to be happy, a 
duty he owes not only to hinimelf, bur to the whole 
race. Paul says to “rejoice always.” and I think 
that is the right thing to do, to be ecstatic in our 
enjoyment of the good things, for to believe in the 
good, and to enjoy it, is to draw it to us in still 
greater abundance, So let us enjoy our henven 
here below. and let the long-fac :

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It is related of Procrustes, a celebrated highway- 
man of Attica, that he tied all his victims upon an 
iron bed, and stretched those of short measure. 
while those who were too long he cut ofí. Would 
that the operations of that iron bed had been con- 
fined to Attica! Paul, in his second letter to the 
Corinthians, speaks of those ‘‘who measuring them- 
selves by themselves and comparing themselves 
with themselves are without understanding." 

As well thrust an active, vigorous animal into a 
cast-iron mold as once for all to define truth in 
external formula. In either case life is extinct. 
A tortoise carries his stiff habitation with him, but 
as it has been grown from within it is a graceful and 
perfect fit. Its size corresponds to the proportions 
of the occupant. If the unseen cages in which 
men live and carry about with them were once 
made visible, there would be a marvelous revela- 
tion. And it is common not only to insist upon 
wearing our own cage but we are inclined to urge it 
upon everyone else, We may safely assume that 
the iron bed of Procrustes was fitted to himself. 

A fresh interpretation of freedom is now possible. 
Two external forms of slavery which have oppressed 
humanity in former times are substantially abol- 
ished. With rare exceptions, the servitude of the 
body to an outside master has ceased. Human 
dictation and persecution to fetter the aspirations 
of the soul by imposed religious forms through co- 
ercive measures lias also vanished from the domain 
of civilization. 

Turning from the past to the present, it becomes 
us to inquire if freedom is yet complete, and if not 
to find what is lacking. Is there still a disposition, 
even though not outwardly and forcibly enforced, 
to cut people off or stretch them to bring thein to 
our own length? It requires but a glance to see 
that many regard it even in the light of a duty to 
shape others to their own special and dogmatic 
proportions. It is far better to hold aloft the truth 
of spiritual ideals, and it surely will attract men and 
at the same time measure them. Rather they 
measure themselves by it, and are conscious of an 
inner righteous judgment, and this takes the place 
of the comparative judgment of the self with others. 
Attempted impositions of measurement are mainly 
composed of limitations, but to commend general 
aspiration is always wholesome. 

But, on the other hand, strangely enough, many 
seein to strive to be like everybody but themselves. 
They carefully avoid anv semblance of originality, 
and only move in the deeply worn ruts of others. 

-Only he who is original can be free. Individual 
libertv must be based upon higher development. 
One must make a daily flight among ideals, other- 
wise he will be in danger of becoming "cabined, 
cribbed, confined." Conventionality finally solidi- 
fies into a veritable prison-house. Who can afford 
to linger in a cell, self-incarcerated, until he takes 
on its color and loads himself with its leaden 
gravity? Those who dare to cultivate mental and 
spiritual freedom in the light of an elastic optimism 
ever find larger realization, Hope is a divine 
human faculty. An intelligent faith brings future 
good into nearby view and even present possession. 
But the world usually characterizes the uplookers 
as Visionaries. But where would it be to-day had 
it not profited through the visionaries of the past? 
In his E l tal essay upon the education of hope, 
James Freeman Clarke says of Columbus: 

“His expectations were considered extravagant, 
his schemes futile; the theologians opposed him with 
texts out of the Bible, and he wasted seven years 
waiting in vain for encouragement at the Court of 
Spain. He applied unsuccessfully to the Govern- 
ments of Venice, Portugal, Genoa, France and 
land. Practical men said, Ut can't be done,’ 
‘Tle is n visionary.’ Doctors of divinity said,

How little 
openness to truth and calm judicial temper do we 
find! How few can sce more than one side of a 
many-sided question! How Truth, instead of being 
sought as a peurl of great price for ite intrinsic 
beauty and value, is colored and misinterpreted 
until it becomes deceptive in its conclusions! How 
our sect, our party, our union, our nation are €X- 

anded until they cover the whole field of vision! 
The world appears in fragmentary and shattered 
proportion. Freedom is found only in the well- 
rounded truth. 

Pessimism is a short iron bed, and one must 
shrink or cut himself off to lic upon it. The pessim- 
ist kicks against the pricks which he sets up around 
him. He paints his own world black, and then 
wonders that he sees no light. He thinks God made 
it that way, and thus cheats himself out of every 
good that is rightfully his own.

Knowledge has an irresistible corrosive effect 
upon the beliefs of ignorance; hence a new firma- 
ment of intelligence over our heads; and a new 
philosophy of life; a new solution of all life's prob- 
lems; a new aspect of truth. Man is no longer 
owned and guided by a power outside of himself. 
He is becoming his own master and the master of 
every one of his environments.

Irrigation has reclaimed thousands of 
acres, and the great dam at Assouan will result in a 
marvelous increase in the size of the region under

All this has resulted in so modifying the atmos- 
phere of the country that the dry air, which allowed 

t the preservation of the Sphinx, no longer exists. 

Everyone knows that the preservation of the mono- 
liths in London and New York, however carefully 
they be watched, cannot be continued mdefinitely, 
aud it is said that the same trouble which caused so 
much discussion here in regard to Cleopatra's 
Needle is threatened in the ease of the famous figure 
that has inspired so many poems and pictures. 

The Sphinx was built before the Great Pyramid, 
somewhere about 4,000 years before Christ. It is a 
recumbent man-headed lion, ISS feet long, hewn 
out of a natural eminence in the solid rock, some de- 

, fects of which are supplied by a partial stone easing. 
There is a temple in front of it, but all efforts to pre- 
vent the saud from settling over the building have 
failed. 

In front of the breast of the Sphinx originally ap- 
peared an image of a god, the weather-worn re- 
mains of which may still be made out. The head of 
the Sphinx was a work of art of the highest type 
known to the Egyptians, and finished with the great- 

à est care. It is now greatly mutilated, but, in spite 
of all its injuries, its calm, majestic, pensive expres- 
sion still appeals to tho most thoughtless of trav-

Tun constantly growing interest in nature study 
is shown in no way better, perhaps, than by the 
flood of books on mammals, birds, fishes and in- 
sects which comes from the presses of the publishers. 
These books find a warm welcome among adults 
and children alike, and unquestionably do great 
good. Yet, after all, while they are awakening an 
interest in natural history they tell about them only 
a part of what a child wishes to know. The un- 
technical personage obtains a very unsatisfactory 
and often an entirely mistaken idea of the object 
about which he is reading from the description as it 
appears in type. 

To learn what this description means he must 
sce the object or a representation of it. Pictures, 
of course, ure good, and help very greatly, but they 
are not to be compared with seeing the actual thing, 
and in these days the actual thing is usually to be 
found in some form or other. 

The country child, passing much of his time 
abroad, in fields or woods or on country roads, sees 
for himself many of the common things of nature 
and comes to know them. He learns what they 
look like and what are their ways. He can name 
the birds, the flowers, the trees and the insects, 
though the names that he gives them are, perhaps, 
of his own coining, not those of the books, and not 
understood by others; but they serve his purpose. 

The city child's opportunities are far less. Every- 
thing that comes before his eyes is artificial, a part 
of civilization, something in which nature has no 
share. Yet, on the other hand, a city child has op- 
portunities which are denied the youth of the coun- 
try. In most of the cities there are museums that 
he can visit, where a thousand things are displayed 
that the country lad never sees; there are zoólogical 

arks, where are confined strange beasts from foreign 

ands, such as perhaps Livingstone or Du Chaillu saw 
when they traveled through the swamps and jun- 
gles of Africa with their friendly negroes. 

The country youth, if a book be given him on the 
birds or the mammals or the insects of his own local- 
ity, will speedily teach himself about them more than 
most scientific men know. The city boy should 
have a like chance, and it should be a part of the 
schooling of every class in the schools of our city to 
have a local museum and zoólogical garden, and to 
be told about the things that may there be seen. 

Such plans are being adopted in most all of our 
cities of any note, and cannot fail to do great good, 
and it is not to be doubted that this method of teach- 
ing the children will spread as soon as its advan- 
tages become generally understood. 

The pupils of the public schools at Washington 
visit the Smithsonian Institution, the National 
Museum and the National Zoological Park, and in 
these visits learn a thousand things not taught in 
books that it is yet well to know. In the same 
way, by the London Board of Education, visits to 
museums and instruction in outdoor life are reck- 
oned as school attendances, and in many schools are 
now regulated as a part of the plan of education. 

In country districts where collections are inacces- 
sible, school excursions into the fields and woods in 
charge of competent persons might well take the 
place of museum visits, and might awaken in many 
children who have no special Jeaning toward natural 
history study a desire to know more of what is go- 
ing on in this beautiful world about them.

PorrrENEss and civility cost nothing, but they 
constitute important links in the bond of association, 
and their cultivation is a matter of necessity to any 
and all who would preserve that bond from dis- 
union and disjunction. I am not by any means up- 
holding a false pride, “rotten to the core," which 
weakens and detracts from individual nobility of 
action, but I am supporting and asserting with a 
strong conviction the claims of mutual civility and 
politeness consolidating and building up character 
m its highest and truest aspect. The origin of po- 
liteness probably arose from the necessity of it, for 
no man or woman who should be lacking in this re- 
spect would be able to be tolerated in any intelli- 
gent and respectable society of any community. 

Having spoken a word about pride, let me assert 
honest pride is an incentive to higher effort and a 
potent factor in character development. It has 
openness, frankness and candor environing it. 

But let us consider how advantageous polite- 
ness is, as Well as necessary to everyday social inter- 
course; it equalizes all classes for the time being, and 
removes every barrier of prejudice or bias, aud 
diffuses the spirit of common brotherhood and re- 
ciprocal regard and good feeling toward one another.
